Pittsburg, July So.— An atteinia was 
made Saturday by a Russian nihiliat to 
awaseinate Henry C. Frick, the chair- 
man of the Carnegie Steel company. 
The man ancoeeded in shooting him 
twice. The third time he diok Us haad 
was thrown up, and the bullet Jodged in 
the ceiling- He then drew a knlre and 
■tebbed tiie chairman in the back. The 
fellow had been calling at Mr. Frick's 
office off and on for a week or more. At 
1 o'clock Saturday afternoon he called 
At the offlce and sent in a card, on which 
was written, "Mr. Bergman, Manager 
of the New York Employment Agency." 
Mr. Fflck was busy. 

The man came back at five minntm 
b«fore 2 o'clock, and ha'ided his card 
over npain. He said: "Take that at 
once. 1 am in a preat hurry." "I thinlT 
he's waiting' to ^ce you," t-aid the boy as 
he took the n.itl. Mr. Frick's private 
office ia in tlie iront of the building fac- 
ing the street. It in iibout twenty-tive 
feet long and fourti'cn fwt wide. Next 
to it to the Iflt. and also facinj,' the 
itreet, is the otKin of Vice ("imirinim 
Leishinan. The office into which all 
viwtors enter is alwut ji.s louK as the 
chainnan'n oftice and nearly as wide as 
the two front otticea. It is divided in 
the center by a wuoden railin^r. 

Behind the railinpf, high desks, where 
bookkct peis work. Tliere iH a light 
Bwinning Kfite on the railing, and it Is 
never locked. The entrance to Mr. 
Frick's office is a swinging door, which 
is about two fent to the left and twelve 
feet in front of the K)ite. Mr. Frick's 
de^k is a lung, flat nak affair, and is di- 
rectly in the lenter of his room. Back 
of it, against the wall, i^ a Icather-co"- 
ered sofa. There are two or thn-e oak 
chairs between tiie de.-k and v.'indow. 
bnt the space between the desk and the 
door is unoccupied. 

When this man called the last time 
Mr. Frick wa^ in bis room sitting in 
front of the desk, and sideways to the 
door. ( In the oj)iiosite side of the table 
Vice Chairman Leishinan sat. He w;ls 
looking put of the window, and was 
talking. Mr: Frick's left elbow rested 
on the desk, uiie leg was thrown over 
the anu of his chair and his face was 
turned partly away from the di"ir. The 
boy, wlien he took the card, stai ted at 
once for the pii vate oftice. He had just 
placed his hand (in the swinging door 
and was i)iisliing it open when the 
young man pushed open the swinging 
gHt« and stepped inside the rail. One 
of the clerks t-aid shari)ly. "Wait." 

The man paid no attention. In two 
strides he reached tlie door to thejirivate 
office and caui,dit it just as it was swnng 
back, being let ^o by l>oy on the inside. 
He jiushed it in. The boy was lu^t 
coming out to tell him to wait a moment 
until the cliairman was disengaged. He 
piislied the boy aside. He took a ••rt'\t 
toward the desk, and suddenly drew a 
revolver nt the moment M£ Frick 
looked arouiK). InstMkflj Wh man 
pulled the trigger. 

Tliere wivH a sharp report. Mr. Frit k 
started back, and a stieain of Ijlood 
gnsht d from his nei'k. 'Die ni.in took a 
step iorward. and lired again. Again 
Mr. Frick started back, and for a mo- 
ment he a]iiieMied about to swo n. .At 
the first shot Mr. Lci~liiii,iii leaped to 
his feet. He was bewildeied. His eyes 
bulged. At tlie second shot he lon.-ed 
himself. He boundeil around the de~K. 

The man was i.i tlie act of pulling the 
the trigger the third time wlien tlie 
little vice cliaitntan came within reach- 
ing distaiu e. He threw up his arm and 
canght the man's wri.it and swung it up 
and back. The bullet crashed up into 
the ceiling back (jf the man's head. Mr. 
Leishman held the arm with the ])istol 
with one hand, while he seizwl the man 
by the throat with the other. Then be 

fan the struggle. At 'the second shot 
lood had spurted from (he other side of 
Mr. Frick's neck and it was running 
down over his clothing. He iecover"d 
from the shock of In- two wounds at the 
third shot and got on his feet and tiually 
threw himself on the st niggling men. 
Konqd ttd rQnn<tia>€it liO yqHyp<i^ gat 
ting iMMrlb tkrilim wndMr illlhe 
time. 

Though slight in figure the assailant 
seemed posses.^ed of herculean strength. 
Twice he nearly wrenched himself loo.se. 
He was trying hard to free the hand in 
which he held tlie pistol. Once he buc- 
oeedied and snapped the trigger. The 
pistol missed fire. Leishman seized the 
nand again and held it. Mr. Frick h.id 
graeped the man about the waist, ninion- 
ing the other hand. Now they all three 
ajipeared about to fall. They nwayed 
back and forth. Not a word was utterfxl 
by either. Mr. Frick wa^ becoming 
weak. His blood was staining his assail- 
ant's clothing, again the man wrenchoil 
himself loose. His left hand was freed, 
and he plunged it into his back pix ket. 
At just this moitient Leishman, by a 
mighty effort, wrenched further back 
the hand holding the pistol, and suc- 
ceeded in tripping th« fellow. DoWB on 
the floor he went in a heap. 

All this had taken not two minntee. 
The clerks outside had just recovere<l 
from the shock that the three pistol 
shots had given them. They rushed in 
[)ell mell in time to see the fall, and 
there they stood stuitefied. As he fell 
he was successful in drawing a stiletto 
from his pocket with his free left hand. 
Mr. Frick and Leishman were on their 
feet bending over him. The stiletto 
flashed through the air and was driven 
with force into the back of Mr. F'rick. 
Then the wounded man succee<1- 
•d in grasping the hand held i.t, afid 



throwing his'whole weight on it. pin- 
ioned the arm to the floor. Leishman 
held the other hand. The man was 
belplesii 

• Then it was that the clerka recovsMd 
their self-possession, and ran to the aid 
of their two emi^oyers. Depntv Sheriff 
May waa at their head. He had been 
up to see Sec^retary Lovejoy, and bad 
been tent down stairs to get a pass to go 
to HoBMttead. He got to the door of 
the priTAte offloe Jnst in time to see the 
itabBlng. He dxtm his revolver aa he 
ran forward, and was abont to shoot. 
"Don't shoot: don't kill him," pleaded 
Mr. Frick. "Don't shoot; don't shoot; 
the law Will pnnish him." One of the 
other men seised the deputy sheriffs re- 
volver and held it. Two others got the 
pistol and the stiletto. The three shots 
tbAt had 'been fired had been heard all 
over the boos* and out on the street, 
and a port of the stmggll itself had 
MD'fejr persMa in the street. 
Witliin a mlnnte or two after the man 
odrnered no less than 900 men 
crowded into the room. There were 
twopolioemtn wltli them. They had 
heaidtka rtootiag. They relieved Mr. 
Frick aad me. Lalahman, and took the 
priaonar ill liaad. No aooaar had they 
got him taaa thera were erlaa of "shoot 
him," "lynch him" and the ttke. A big 
G«hn|b, a earMnter, who had been 
wolltllkg ih tn» ball, mshed in witn a 
hfltunar an^ aimed a blow at the man's 
head. It missed and sfimck him in the 
back instead. The carpenter was re- 
strained before he could strika. again. 
The prisoner was led downtha stairs 
and gp the stpat to the domerof Fifth 
avenneand Wood tfawet, "where there is 
a patrol box. 

The crowd of 200 swelled to 2,000. 
TUa shouts of "Ivnch him 1" were louder. 
Bdt the mob had no leader to make the 
first move. Tlia Boliceman weresnr- 
ronnded. It lo<dna for ■ time aa if 
something might hi^pen. The -call sent 
out for the patrol wagon Was a hnrry 
on*. The waaoa WiM thete within live 
minntes. In that time Fifth avenne for 
blocks had become choked with men and 
women. The crias .became one contin- 
ued howl. There were three policemen 
on the patrol wagon. They succeeded 
in forcing an opening in the crowd 
whera tM policemen were standing 
with tiMirprbaiMr, and the flvaeaoortou 
him in safbtv to the wagon. 

A moment later a force of reserves ar- 
rived and began the work of clearing 
th* street. The crowd surged back to- 
ward the Carnegie Steel company's 
ofBoe, and it was all that the reserves 
conld do to dislodge them, so tight were 
they packed. It was all the people could 
do to dislodge themselves. When 
the policemen were taking the 
prisoner away the men in Mr. Frick's 
o4oe for a moment forgot the wounded 
man. He stood up, aira with his hand 
on the desk for fnuy a minnte. He at- 
tracted attention to himself when he 
said, with a forced smile, "Wall, I be- 
lieve I feel like fainting." 

Fifty haada ware held out to support 
him, and he was gently lifted and 
placed on the lonnge. His clothing was 
torn from him. In the meantime two 
of the clerks sent out hurry calls for 
doctors and three came. They said, on 
the first examination, that there was lit- 
tle hope of his recovery, bnt they went 
to work probing for the bullets. They 
fodind one, the first that was found, ba^l 
passed in at the right of theneckrand 
across, just below the skin. It was im- 
bedded in the muscles about the left 
shoulder. The second thev cotUd not 
find , for several hours, and then they 
found it in almoet the same place in the 
left shoulder as the first had been in th« 
right. The couroe had been the same, 
only it was from left to right. They 
said then that there was every probabil- 
ity that Mr. Frick would recovari and 
they made the following bulletin: 

"Two shots entered the aadi abont 
the base of the skull, one on oifhar side. 
One ]>assed oat between his shoulders 
and the other was removed from the 
oii))o-.ite side of the neck. The third 
shot missed. There is no evidence that 
the stab wonmls are deep or that they 
will prove dangerous. "They are on the 
right side, one at border of the lower 
ribs, the other just below the hip bone. 
They have no evidence that any of the 
wounds will prove serious. Hu con- 
dition at pfsaant is parfootljr sattafact- 
orv." ' 

This bulletin was issued abont 6 
o'( lock in the evening, more than four 
liours after the shooting had occurre<l. 
In the meantime the office had been 
cleared by the police of all persons e.x- 
c( pt employes of the_ company, and no 
one not a personal friend of Mr. Frick 
or of one of the other officers of the 
company wa-i permitted to go upstairs. 
The news of the shootiQg uad spread 
like v^dldflre, and thousands of persons 
had tried all sorts of devices to get into 
the building, but the police were 
olMlnrate. They would not even per- 
mit representatives of the newspapers to 

?;o inside, ft was reported from time to 
ime during the ahamoott that Mr. 
Frick was dead. 

It was believed by every body who did 
not receive direct information from 
some one in the building that Mr. F'rick 
was mortally wouniled, until this bul- 
letin was issued. 

The patrol wagon in which the assail- 
ant of Mr. Fri<'k was taken wtus followed 
to the Police Central station by nearly u 
thousanti persons, all of them worked up 
to the grcuti st pitch of excitement, and 
many of them continually (n-ying. 
"Lyiich him," "Shoot him." "Kill 
him.'" 

Before the police would take him out 
of the patrol wagon on the arrival at 
the station a second platoon of reserve.} 
was called out and cleared away this 
crowd. The prisoner on the way to the 
station had become fearfully frightened 
and was shaking like a leaf. His face 
vvas pale and be was so weak that he ac- 
tually could not step down out of the 
wagon without a.ssistancft. He had to 
Ih' helped into the station honae. He 
could not answer the asvai q a aa ti qos 
for several minutes. 

Inspector McKelvey took him back in- 
to the cell department and gave him a 
drink of whisky to revive him. He was 
then locked PP for a ,few, minutes. 



When be bad 'recovered sufficiently to 
speak be was bronght out, and the in- 
spector questioned him aa follows: 

"'What is your nama?" 

He responoed: "Alexander Bailtman." 

"Agef*' 

"Twenty-six years." 
"Where do yon live?" 
"Forty-second street. Now York dty." 
"Occupation?" 

"Compositor on a New 'Vork paper. " 

"What is ^he name ef the paper upon 
which you are employed?" 

"The Ne'v Yoric"— Berkman started, 
hat after thinking a moment positively 
refneed to answer the question. 

"How long have yon been in Pitts- 
burg?*' asked Inspector McKelvey. 

"I came on Thnrsday, and .have been 
staying at the Merchants* hotel, on 
Water street." 

Before Inspector McKelvey Issned an 
order to exclude all persons from the 
police station except the officials who 
were needed, Berkman was asked by a 
reporter: "Did yon know Mr. Frick 'i'" 
The prisoner replied: "We all know 
Frick." When asked to tell why he at- 
tempted the mnrder, Berkman re- 
sponded: "That is a queer question to 
ask." 

After this series of qnestiona the pris- 
oner was searched by McKelvey and 

Detective Sol Coulson. In his pockets 
were found thirteen 88-caliber cartridges, 
six cigarettes, a tin cigarette case and 
five cents in money. His fingers were 

Gillow-stained with nicotine, showing 
m to be a cigarette fiend. 
He had on old-fashioned silver watch 
which had stopped at jnst the time of 
the struggle in the offlca. After this 
search the man was taken back into a 
cell, and Police Surgeon Oldshue and 
Detective Coulson and Inspector Mc- 
Kelvey made him strip to the skin. 

The detective lookea him over for any 
marks of identification, but he found 
none save a sore spot on the back. It 
looked like an old wound of some kind. 
The search was about over. While it 
had been .tfoing on the jirisoner had held 
his head high, and had talked as though 
he had a pe'i)ble in his mouth. This was 
notice<i until the e.xainination was near 
ly over. The itolice surgeon said to him 
suddenlv, "What have you not in your 
mouth'/' The ccjlor came into the man's 
cheek-*, and he answered "Nothing," 
malnng an attempt at the same time to 
conceal the muscles of his jaws. 

The surgeon took a depressor from his 
jxu ket. and in.'-erting it between the 
man's teeth he forced oi)en his mouth, 
and investigated the interii^r with his 
fingers. On the left side he found .i 
copper tulH' that Irxiked like an ordinary 
blank cartridge. It was nearly an inch 
long, and was half filled with a brown- 
looking substance. Inspector McKelvey 
said at once: "That's a flynaniite 
cartridge. " rurniug to the prisoner he 
asked him: "Whatwero yoo going to 

do with that .''" 

•I don't know as that is any of your 
d— n businesp," w;is (lie reply m liroken 
EJnglish. The nian'^ clothing was care- 
fully searched again, and another one 
i)f these cartriil ),'e-like tubes was found. 
Insi>ector .^I(■Kelvey took them immedi- 
ately to a L'un store, and there learned 
that they weie cups containing the very 
high e.xpl(»ive fulminate of mercury. 
The gunsmith said that they were com- 
monly useil by blasters to e.xiilode 
charges of dynamite and the concu.-si<in 
of one wtmid have been ►ufticieiit to 
have blown the man's head to pieces 
had he succeeded in l aii-^ing it to e.\- 
plode by the friction (jf his teeth. 

It was exactly like this th.it Lin,i;u'. 
the Chii agii anarchist, put into tlie end 
of a cigar .iiid blew bis heatl to pieces ii 
day or so before he was to have been ex- 
ecuted. Tlie prisoner took the discovery 
of these cal l ridges in a pleas;int enough 
way. and he WHS a trille luon- commu- 
nicative alter they had licen t;iken from 
him. In answer to a second c|uestion put 
by Insj)ect.pr Mt Kelvey as to why he had 
shot ^Ir. Frick. he said : 

" Youv'e g(»t no business to ask iiie a 
(piestioTi like that, but I don't mind tell- 
ing you that 1 came here to shoot hiia 
because he L- an enemy of all the peo- 
ple." In answer to another ijuestion. he 
sjiid that he lia«i been in the < nuntry six 
years, and that he had worked at his 
trade as a i i'^nr maker in New York for 
three years. He would not say how 
long he had been in Pitfsburg. but he 
claimed to have lieen stopping at the 
Men liants' hoti 1. in Smitliiielii, for two 
days. The inspei tor gavo him an entire 
new suit of clothes, and he was locked 
up in c.ll No. land an otticer detailed 
to sit liy tlic I rll iind watch him. 

McKelvoy went to the hotel, aiiij c\ui- 
(jtisly enou^ih the name ot t he i h i i< of 
that hotel Is Bergman He diiecte<l this 
man to the clerk, wlio, from the desi iii(- 
tioii, identified him us a man who hail 
come into the hotel alwnt !) o'clock last 
evening, and utter registering as Simon 
Rochnian hail gone straight to hi.-^ 
room, leaving instructions to be called 
at 5 o'clock. He was calle.l jiromptly at 
5. but did not get up until after 0, when 
he left the hotel and wa.s not seen thein 
again. The clerk said he ha<l not no 
ticed anything particularly strange m 
the man's actions, and he had not acte<l 
at all 111 his pw a i c ii Uk» is iataiM man 
or even a crank. 

To make sure that there was ro mis- 
take in the ideiititii ation ( "lerk Bergman 
went with the iiisi»M tor to the Central 
stati(jn and saw the prisoner behind the 
bars. "That .-, the man." he said; "there 
isn't any mistaking him." The Mer- 
chants' hotel Used to Ih; a first class hotel. 
Of late vears, however, it has been de- 
general ed, and it i.s not a place patron- 
ized by men with money. The police 
did not and (io not bdtaivalkatttiaman 

gave his light name. 

AFTER FORT Y-EIG HT HOURS. 

Mr. WrUk Still LIvm aa4 May Piobablr

PirPBROBO, July 2.5.— Henry O. Frick's 

splend( d c onstitution is standing him in 
giMxl stead. Very few men,, say the 
iloctors' could have survivetl for many 
hours the terrible injuries which he re- 
ceive«l at the hands of the Russian an- 
archist, to say nothing of the loss of 
blood and the shock to the nervous sys- 
tem. Yetine passed a good day yester- 



day, notwithsfanding fhe facf that it 
was the most sweltering one of the 
season, and he is BOW reported as rant- 

ingeasy. 

There were many callers at the fam- 
ily mansion every honr during the day 
but only a few close intimates were at! 
mitted owing to the desire of the family 
to be left alone in their affliction as 
much as possible. For the same reason 
the telephone was disconnecte<l, and 
very little information was given out bv 
those who had charge of the doi .r. ( )ne 
or another of the surgeons w is in (on- 
stant attendance during the da;.- and the 
injured man's wounds were fi< (jnently 
dressed. The medical men are Kratitieil 
to find that sofarthere are no indication^ 
of inflammation or blood poisoning and 
the same conditions prevailed through- 
out the day. 

At no time since the ahootim,' has the 
wounded man lost consciousness from 
imin. and when not dozing he tulks 
freely, and apparently with no eft'oi t, to 
tho.se about him. The surgeons will not 
say that he is absolutely out of danger, as 
it will be several days before the crisis 
will be regarded as having Iteen safely 
passed, but at the same time they are 
free to express the opinion that if the in- 
dications of the past twenty-four hours 
count for anything, he will not oidy pull 
through, l)ut that in half the time 
usually accorded to such ca ses by med- 
ical .fuiisprudence. 

There nns been and is a good deal of 
talk ami spe<'ulafion regar<ling the poi-.-i 
ble effect of the tragedy upon the man 
ageinent anil aflairs of the Carnegie 
company, as well as uiion the Honie- 
ste.id and kindred strike-. In this con- 
nection a irentleman wh' ■ stands very 
close to the corjioration .ind who knows 
whereof he speitks. froin his long inti- 
macy with Mr. Flick, said: ".'^o Ion;; 
as Sir. Frick retains iio^scssion of his 
faculties there will be no necessity for a 
temporary < hairin.'in or evi ii for the 
vice chairman to assume conTrol. Mr. 
Fl ick on his back tomorrow will \>e the 
same .Mr. Frick that s,it in his revolving 
chair in his office Saturday morning. 
Kvery detail of every section of the 
gigantic interests under his care are at 
h'.s Hngers' ends .iiid the i i iriioration 
will be run from hi- -iclc i ii.nulier with 
the Same promptitude and ^^anie \m- 
erriii;: judgment, the ^ame instantane- 
ous grasp of the situation, the same 
autocracy that '3M always distingnished 

hint. 

"This was evidenced Saturday by his 
pluck in insisting that fbc surgeons 
should stop probing for the bullets in 
order that he might append his signa- 
ture to important docunu-h'-^, as well a.- 
by his action in ralliag ail Inn head men 
into the office and giviHK thtan instruc- 
tion for MiUiday's wora. As to tht 
Homotead strike, 1 am confident that 
this affair will not chang*" his policy one 
iota. He will go on in the path he has 
laid out. althoitgh it may lie necessary 
to call in oliiers. that under different 
circunistanco he would have done him 
self." 

The .would-be luuiderei- Alexander 
Berkman sjient Saturday ni^,'ht in cell 
No. 4 of the ( 'entral station, and awak- 
ening bright anil early asked for some 
breakfast, particularly reiiuesting that 
it should include some eifgs. A giKxl 
meal was given him and after cleaning 
the iilates he put on a dean, liiundried 
shirt, a stand-uji collar niid a liLrht tie: 
then he lit a cigarette and for the rest 
of the day one of these vile concoctions 

was not out of his mouth mora than a 

tew moincnts .it a time. 

< hie of his first ipicstions to the guard 
was coiicerniii;; the condition of Mr. 
Flick : and when told that he was doing 
verv well. sliruKiied his .■.lioulder.s and 
said that lie had nothing tosay. l^resent- 
ly he a.>keil what the iieople. laying 
stress uii' III the poi.'it that he did not mean 
new.-p.ipers. tlionu.'it of the affair. On 
being told that il was the general opin- 
ion tlifit he h.id no ground for his action, 
he replied etn r;,'etically: ".\11 the people 
will soon think as 1 do. They say I am 
ag.iiiist the l.iw, liut I say that man was 
against the law. He was against the 
peoiile. and when he is ai;,iirist the i>eo 
pie lie is against t lie state, and tlierefon' 
against the law." 

He refused to say whether he was an 
anarchist, or h.-ivint; knew Herr Most, 
and hiuglieil heartily when asked if he 
had lived on Forty-second street iti New 
York. "Wli>' I am not rich enough to 
live there," he - .dd. ".\11 rich iieople, 
the bi;,' men live there. I do not belong 
to them. " 

He went on to say that he had worked 
on a Uu.ssian as well a"* some (ierniaii 
pai)ers in New York, but would not give 
their names althouj^h he reeled off the 
names f)f the jiropnetors and editors of 
The Staats '/.eituii!^ He said that he 
left New York Thursday morning over 
the Baltimore and Ohio railroad. 

When asked if lie came with the express 
intention of killing Mr. Frick he replied: 
"Well. I say that Frick has killed 
many men, and he has to suffer for it." 

Berkmen expressed surprise when told 
that he conld notbetrieil In-fore Septem- 
lier. saying that he would like an earlier 
trial and asked if he would l)e allowed 
to defei d himself. He was told that he 
coulu. thit he could speak all day if 
he wished, to which he replied: "I be- 
lieve I could get througn in a day. 
but my Euglish would iive oat in a 
long speech, and 1 wooM want an in- 
terpereters." 

The prisoner was more cool and col- 
lei ted than on Satnrday, and did not 
look so mnch like a mamao aa at the 
time of his arrest. Than waa ap|NUfnt- 
ly no gleam of insanity fal Ua hat 

he insisted on waanag riasaai. and 
these, in a meaania. hatpad^ to aaaiige 

his appearance. 

His appearance is not very prepos- 
sessing. The most remarkable part of 
his facial character is his mouth. It is 
certairiy foreboding. His lower lip and 
his upper lip are double, remarkably so 
even in the eyes of detectives who have 
had time to study these characteristics. 
He has a short grrowth of beard, has 
large ears and his forehead is narrow. 
No date has yet been fixe<l for his pre- 
liminary hearing. A photograph of

Arbltratlea Propoaad. 

Arbitration, a word not often heard of 
late in Homestead, was yesterday 
brought once more to the front as a re- 
sult of the uttempt on the life of Mr. 
Frick The proposal for arbitration at 
this juncturt comes, not from the Car- 
negie officials, but from an outside 
source. Rev. Father Bullion, pastor of 
the principal Roman Catholic church 
here, urgM the matter earnestly from 
his pulpit yesterday, and unhesitatingly 
declared it the only safe and honorable 
escape for both parties from the calam- 
itous situation confronting them. Ha 
condemned the taking of human Ufa for 
violence of auy sort aa a method in sat- 
tling labor difficultiea. 

In his judgment socb regretabla oo- 
currences as the endeavor to slay Mr. 
Frick could only have the consequence 
to create increas«<l bitter feelings. The 
clergyman laid great stress on the pleas- 
ure all good citizens must feel at the 
fact that there is no conne<^tion betwaen 
the Homestead men and the misguided 
individual imprisoned at Pittsbnrg, and 
that they hail no sympathy with Us 
principles. He begged them to continue 
n t he w;uue spirit and to be ready when 
a wa\ for arutFation conld be found, as 
he believed it must be found. The 
speaker was closely listened to by 
tbe congregation, a large number of 
whom are among the locked-out men. 

At the other ohurches in Homestead 
the subject of the tragical events in 
Pittsbnrg or tha atrika nan ware eai» 
fully avoided. 

The day among the strikers and in 
Camp Black was perhaps the (iuieteat 
since the labor trouble began here. It 
was very hot and the crowds of excur- 
sionists from outside points were greatly 
diminished, as compared with last 
Saturday. Rain last night helped tc 
keep the people off the streets and fai 
more interest was manifested regarding 
the latest ativices as to Mr. Frick's con^ 
dition than in the local situation. 

The Flick seiis:ition threw into tht 
back ground all discussion regardina 
jiossibilities of trouVde when Hugii 
O'Donnell returns to Home.stead. Not 
much apprehension aa to the latter con 
tingency exiats. 

SEVERE PUNISHMENT. 

Ilrutal Treatment to Oue of Ih* iloldlen 
at HooiMtaait. 

PiTTSBUito, July 25.— For proposing 
three cheers for the fellow who shot H. 

C. Frick. I'riv.ite W. L. lams, of Com 
pany K, Tenth regiment, of Waynes 
burg, was subjected to the most humil 
iatiiig punishment. When tiie newi- 
reached Camp Rowlev, on S.iturdav. 
that Mr. Frick had bien shot, l'riv:ite 
lams trave vent to his fceliny- in this 
peculi.ii wav and w:is overheard by 
Lieutenant ("lonil StreatOr, WhO 18 
commandin^r the Tenth, 

Colonel Stlcatoi onleied the entire 
regiment to be drawn up in line, and 
then he din i ted the man who had jiro- 
jK)sed the cheers for lierkiiiaii to advance 
to the front. After a little delav lams 
stepped forward. When asked why he 
hau been guilty of sm h a thiiiu', he as- 
sumed an air of bravado and n tii.sed to 
answer. He was asked to aiiolo^^ e, but 
refused to do so. He was then sent to 
thte guard house and his tase was re- 
jiorted to Major (ieiieral Snowden, who 
ortlered a court martial. 

The regiment, il oHiceis held the hear- 
ing in the matter Saturdav, and as lauii 
admitted his L:uilt and refused to apolo- 
gize, tlie court martial ordered that 
half the h.ni of his head and moustache 
\h' shaved off: that he l>e strum; up by 
the thumlis for thirty minutes, be 
etripiHHl of his uniform, dishonorably 
disidiarged and drumme<l out of camp. 
Aft«r having his head and moustache 
shaved a^ directed, lams was hanged up 
by the thumljs. For twenty minutea 
he endured this torture and then lost 
consciousness. 

Two surgeons ordered that he be out 
down at once or he would soon be dead. 
He was cut down, and after the doctors 
revived him he was strip|>ed of his 
nniform and given an old pair of over- 
alls to wear. With only theee and a 
shirt and an old hat he was led out of the 
camp to Swissvale station to the tima OC 
the "rogues march." Tha satira pro 
visional brigade witnessed tbe hwnfiat- 
ing spectacle.

In cities of the first, second, third and 

fourth clafsos a re>;ist ration of all quali- 
tied voters in such cities and towns shall 
be held on the first Tuesday in October, 
ami on such other dny^ as the city coun- 
cils of such cities may prescribe, the 
last, however, to be not later than the 
third TaeadAy in October. The General 
Assembly will doubtless pass the neces- 
sary legislation dividing the cities and 
towns of the State into their Respective 
■classes in time for a registration of roters 
in Octol)er, 1892. It shall he the iluty of 
the County Clerk of each county where 
a city of snch class is situated to furnish 
registration books, ami the election orti- 
cers for the precincts enibrai ed in such 
cities shall hold such registration, and 
the porsnns so registered as prescribed 
shall be the legal voter:e fur such cities. 

The polls must be opened at 7 o'clock 
a. ni., and closed at 4 o'clocli p. m. Elec- 
tion ollicers should be promptly on hand 
to open the polls at the tirst-nanieil hour. 
If any of the officers appointed fail to 
attend, or refuse to act, the other oflScers 
shall choose some suitable person to act 
in his stead. Before receiving the ballot 
of any voter, the ofllcen of election shall 
cause to be proclaimed that such election 
is opened. 

' No person bat the election officers shall 

remain within fifty feet of the polls ex- 
cept when voting: provided, however, 
that each political party may have one 
challenger, duly sworn, to remain in the 
room, to 1)1' selected as provided in article 
3, section 2.5. 

When a voter presents himself the 
•clerk shall write upon the main stub the 
name and residence of su< h voter. He 
shall also write the yo^r'a name (and 
registered number in towns' where regis- 
tration is re'inireili upon the secondary 
Stub. Ue shall then detach the ticket 
' from tlie^lin stub, leaving the secondary 
stub attachfii to the ticket, and shall 
write his own name on the back thereof 
- and deliver said 'ticket to the voter. He 
shall, also, when requested, given expla- 
nation of the manner of voting. 

When the voter shall have prepared 
. his ballot and folded it as pre8cril)ed in 
article 3, section 27, he shall deliver same 
to one of the judges, who shall, after de- 
taching the secondary stub, drop the bal- 
lot into theballot-box. 

Klection officers shall preserve all the 
secondary stubs until the close of the 
• polls, and shall then destroy them before 
the ballot-box is opened. 

Election otlicerij must see that all bal- 
lots delivered to voters shall be returned, 
and should a ballot be spoiled or defaced 
by a voter, it shall not be destroyed, but 
the clerk shall write the word "l^oiled " 
on the stub and ballot. 

The clerk shall assist the voter, who is 
laboring under (Usabflities, in pre^ng 
his ballot. 

When the polls are closed, the officers 
of election shall immediately COUnt the 
vote, announce the satire in f(Ont of the 
'voting-toom, and certify the 'result. 

A VdttT who ilcsir.'.-' to vote for some 
person whose name is not printed on the 
<4iek«t may do so by writing said name in 
the appropriate place in black lead pen- 
' cil mark, and by making a (X) cross in 
the proper •qnata with a black ink 
itenoU.

ist, of 234 .Madison stri ct, anil Bert Dar- 
nell, who lives at Bowen and St. Law- 
rence avenues, were arrested by t'enfral 
station oflireis and were taken before 
Justice lOviretf cliarged with con- 
spiracy. 

Sherwood >aid to the maker of a 
bogus register known a.s the "brother- 
in-law," and wa.s caught in a saloon 
while in the ;.ct of disi)osing of one of 
them to a street car employe. His terms 
were |2 down and fifty otnts a day 
royalty. 

The complaints were s-igned by an in- 
spector employed by the L'liicago ('ity 
Railway cfimjiaiiy For several months, 
it is alleged, I^arrar has lieen suspectei 
of using a fraudulent register of the 
"brother-in-law"' tyjie.

Washisc.ton, .Tuly 2."(. — plans for the 
frutertainiiieiit of the thousands of it. A. 
R. visitois who are ex]>ecteil in Wa.^h- 
ington at the national encampment in 
Sejitember. are now under consideration 
by the executive committee. This en- 
tertainment, it should be understiKid. 
includes ojily bed and shelter for thorc 
veterans and (t. .\. K. posts who do no; 
for 'themselves arrange these matters. 
The conunitteo estimaie that there wii. 
be tiii.tiOO of this class of visiiof- I' I eii 
tertain, and that a fund of no! le.-s tliai 
|ir)(.),(>00 will be necessary to carry the.: 
plaufc into execution. 

In the first phu e all the public schoo. 
buildings will be used. In addition tht 
committee will lease any large buildings 
where favorable terms can be made. 
But the large proi)ortion of the free 
quarters will have to be in buildings es- 
pecially erected by the committee. On 
the grounds of the Wiishington mom;- 
ment temporary buildings are to be 
erected. These structures will be sixty- 
four feet wide and TiOO feet long, and 
will each have sleeping accommodations 
for a,«00 men. It is proposed to have 
twelve of these buildings, whii h will 
afford Bcoonunodation for over 4:<,0()0. 

In the immediate vicinity of thes^ 
qnarten arrangements will be made foi- 
the erection of^ large dining halls where 
meals can be served at stipulated fig- 
ures. In fact, all through the city iu 
tha vicinity of the acbool bnildinsa and 
of other buildings whara larga booiaa of 
men are quartered, aoma provision must 
be made for supplying the men with 
meals. Of course the committee will 
not pay for the meals, as the visitors 
will assume that part of the expense.

Wabhinoton, July This will 

probably Iw the l.isf week of congress il 
definite action is taken on the sundry 
civil and general ilelii iency uppiopria- 
tion bills. It is idle to predict the fate 
of these measures, which is enveloped 
in doubt. In the hooaa today tha con- 
ferrees on the stmdry civil UnwUlaab- 
init their report and a vote may be 
taken on the items in dispute, including 
the ve.xed senate amendment ralattag to 
the C'olumViian exposition. 

It is jwssible, however, that consider- 
ation will be postponed until Tuesday 
in order that the resolutions reported 
from the special comiiuttee on tlie pen 
sion office investigation may be taken 
up. These will occasion a long debate, 
as the lii publicans intend to resort tc 
filibustering tactics to prevent the adop- 
tion of any resolution regarding the dis- 
missal of Commissioner Raum. After 
this matter and the appropriation bilh 
are disposed of the remainder of the 
week will be accorded to the various 
committees to call up for one hour each 
the meiisures reported on the calendar, 
subject only to conference reports. It is 
not among improbabilitiea that cougrese 
will adjourn without voting an appro- 
priation to the exposition. The opposi- 
tion to it in the house is well organized 
for a prolonged fight. 

Mr. George, of Mis.sissipjii, who ranks 
next to Mr. Morgan, of Alabama, and 
Mr. Call, of Florida, in fecundity of 
words, once he gets started, announced 
just before the senate adjourned Satur- 
day that he felt it his duty to address 
the senate at length on this subject; and 
Mr. George is in favor of anti-option, 
though dead against the bill which Mr. 
Washburn cham])ions. He stated open- 
ly that the Washburn bill is tmcon- 
stitutional, and he and Mr. Pugh, of 
Alabama, and Mr. Coke, of Texan,— all 
counted among tiiafrianda of the anti- 
option bill— propose to aubatitato a 
measure which aims at tha Bama and by 
entirely different means. 

These and other difHcnlties lying on 
the surface seem to indicate a strong 
probability that the Wa«hbura bill can 
not be passed this session. The voting 
strength which anablea the Minnesota 
senator to obtain consideration at will, 
for an anti-option bill is made up of 
supporters of half a dozen different 
widely divar^ns schamea for raaohing 
the end proposed. 

At preaant then aaama amaU likeli- 
hood of unifying tham vpon any one 
composite meaann in tima for it to be 
sent over to tha hooaa for concorrence. 
Another week of -hard work may poasip 
bly dispose of both tha deficiency and 
the sundr}' civil bill, tiiongh than are 
grava qneations in disputo oatwaan the 
two honsaa on both measorea which in> 
volve many milliona of doUara. 

The senate oonforrees woold have 
asked permission to antar into a third 
and probably a final couferenoa on the 
deficiency mil Saturday afternoon, bat 
diacovared, while Mr. Allison had the 
motion pending, that tha parliamentary 
condition reqnlnd thahonaa to maka the 
first move, and tha honee had adjonmed 
withont doing so. If this bill and the 
anndry civil bill which indndaa tha 
world'a fair project, should ba pat into 
such shape aa to permit an agnament 
upon them, without any great backdown 
by either Inranch of congreea by the end 
01 the week aach a movement for ad- 
journment will be started that Mr 
Washburn wiU find it difficult to hoU 
the senate in aeaaion longer than a dav 
or two further on hia anti-option bill, 
and may be forced to submit to a post- 
jionement of action until December.
